(1) Che of the letter written by TSUJI to his family 
and friends, is dated 19 April 1961, whioh contained, inter alia,

“On 20 April, I will go to tho interior region* 
Fortunately, no one up to now knows my identity* It appears that 
the rainy season will arrive a little earlier this year*" 

(2) Based on the above-mentioned letter, it is be- 
lieved that SUBJECT coovaanced his full scale inspection tour from 
20 April 1961. 

0) The route whioh SUBJECT studied b efore hie de- 
parture from JAPAN was one leading from VIENTIANE to XXBtt KHOUA© 
via VANQ VTENQ and SAIA FHOU KHOUH* Based thereon, it is estimated 
that SUBJECT left TlfflTIANE on 20 April for this route* 

(!•) There is no reliable infarratioa concerning the 
whereabouts of TSUJI after his departure fren VIENTIANE* Henoe, it 
is not known whether he is captured or dead* 

(5) The area of contact between the pro-4 omaunlst 
main strength and that of the rightist on 20 April 1961, was the 
northern region of VANO VIEJO, approximately 130 kilometers north 
of VIENTIANE* At that time, a rightist aray headquarters was lo- 
cated in VANQ vlKNG 

(6) It is estinated that SUBJECT first proceeded to 
VANQ VISE there he arrived on/or about 22 April, at which time a 
fierce battle was being fought i n that area* The pro-Coamurdst 
forces occupied the town of VAS3 VIEW on 2b April, at which time 
he could have made himself available for capture as be anticipated* 

(7) During all his previous travels, SUBJECT never 
neglected to correspond with hie family, even while traveling in- 
cognito during the early days of the end of World War II. As his 
family has not heard from him since 19 April 1961, it is estimated 
that SUBJECT has been captured* 

(8) In November 2961, there vere rumors to tho ef- 
fect that SUBJECT had been captured and taken to PEIPUI* Based 
thereon, the Japanese Red Cross on 2 December 19 6l, requested the 
Communist CHINA Iced Cross to investigate whether or not TSUJI was 
being held in Ccrnmunist CHINA* In January 1962, the Ccmnudct CHINA 
Red cross notified the Japanese Red Cross that TSUJI was not in Com- 
munist CHINA and that the rumor that he was in the country was utterly 
groundless* 



(9) According to unconfi rmed reports, SUBJECT was dis- 
guised as a Buddhist monk when he left VIENTIANE. If such is the oase, 
and SUBJECT fell into native hands, it is possible that he could have 
met with foul play because of such deception* 
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(OO) According to members of TSUJX's famil y, TSUJI seat 
a preliminary report on his trip to rfcime Minister X TO A through the 
Japanese flabaaey in THAILAND* 

(H) Available information also discloses that when 
SUBJ3DT reached BANGKOK, he requested Colons! HO Chlkashi ( 
fa *3f IT ) J( Japanese Military Attache and a former student at the 
Military Staff College of the defunct Japanese Imperial Arny vhen 
SUBJECT uas an Instructor thereat, to cooperate with him* As ITO 
concurrently serves in the Japanese Embassy In LAOS, he proceeded 
to VIENTIANE with SUBJ3CT* However, HO has not been able to shed 
any present light on the whereabouts of SUBJECT* 

(12) Extracts from a letter sent from KADOHAKX Minora 
(i PB \ iVffl ^ ), serving in the Japanese Saba say in LAOS in 

response to queries from a friend concerning nows of TSUJI follows 

"iHWAlthough the diploaatio staffs of the various 
Embassies in LAOS took refuge In THAILAND when street fighting broke 
out in Doo saber 2p6o, the Japanese staff remained behind. As a re- 
sult, they won the confidence of the Inotian people* Japanese are 
very popular with the Iaotian people and only the Japanes e ar e per- 
mitted to go as far as 70 kilometers from the suburbs of VIENTIANE*

TSUJI Kaeanobu, former Colonel of the Japanese Gent ml Staff, la 
about AS year# old, a native of IahUanaa-kan. A loading figure in the 
p re-ear alii tar let clique, TSUJI became noted ae a brilliant etaff officer 
an4 tactician* He directed pert of the fighting age 1 net the Rueelane In 
the Nomonhan Incident in 1939 and ae a result of that fiasco, he eae trans- 
ferred t o HQ of the Japanese Expeditionary Forces in China* Later, under 
Oen IAMASHITA, TSUJI was said to have been largely responsible for per- 
fecting operational plane for the capture of Singapore, and for ordering 
shat amounted to a massacre there in 1942 of so-called "anti-Japanese 
Chinese elements *• later be took part in tbs Guadalcanal campaign share 
he was sounded, and from 1943 to 1945 served as senior staff officer la 
various Japanese Amy HQ In China, Bursa and Sian* Be disappeared from 
Bangkok at the tine of the Surrender* TSTJJI mas placed on SCAP's appre-

TSTJJI is described by e contemporary as a high -principled disciplina- 
rian, and as one of the eoet brilliant, though also the most arrogant, hot- 
headed and puritanical officer# In the Japanese Army. 

In China TSTJJI eae concerned with political aa veil as operational 
activities* He is said to have worked energetically to bring about peace 
negotiations with the Chungking Government and in so doing won over the 
adnlration and sympathy of wany Chinese* 

Although the Japanese Demobilisation Bureau listed TSTJJI aa dead ty 
hara-kiri, reports from China in 1946-47 indicated that ha was in 
acting in advisory capacity to Chlang Kai-shek, along with Oen OJCAMBRA 
and othare* Sows source# claimed that Chinees intelligence -collecting in 
Japan «u directed!*** Hanking under TSUJI’e guidance* A recent report 
states that TSTJJI arrived in Hanking in late 1946 at the request of Chlang 
Kai-shek* •

A SC A? aemorssdwm dated 12 December 1949, directed the Japanese 
Government to delete the nan* of Col TSUJI Kasanobu fron the suspected war 
criminals apprehension list* The British Mission had infortosd SCAP authori- 
ties that be was no longer required In view of the te ruination of all 
British war crimes trials on 30 September 1949* 

In early February 1950, TSUJI reportedly visited the Tokyo boas of 
the wife of Col OKUBO Toehl'lro, ferae r Chief of a Special Intelligence 
Section of the Japanese* Kwantuag Army who has been with tbs Chinese 
nationalist Government in Hanking and who is now in Poraoea* TSUJI pwrporb- 
edly asked* Mrs* OKUBO if ahe had any message to give Col OKUBO as he (TSUJI) 
would soon* see bin In Formosa* 

On 6 March 1950, an agent of Tokyo Area CIC was introduced to TSUJI 
by CKU Chang-llang, a Chinese intelligence agent* Also present was a 
Japanese naned KAIAXUBO Jiro who is personal secretary to WANG Wen-cheng 
of the Chinese Mission, one of TANG Bn-po*e representatives in Janan* 

(This Japanese is believed also to be an agent for B9DAMA loshio.) la 
tbs ensuing conversation, TSUJI did not sake detailed explanation of his 
activities but Implied that by working for VANG Wen-oheog, be was committed 
to serve Gen TANG Bn-po* The. CIC agent stated that TSUJI 1 p Identification 
was positive, coaplate with distinctive scars* He said TSUJI spoke in an 
emotional, alottet fanatical Banner, and professes utmost devotion to the
